tho British Army today’ 

experiences some thing 
very different. from that which 
awaited the recruit not so very 
long ago; and those who join .

our former “Regular Army.” 


As I watched the arrival at Alder- 
shot station the other day of some 
of the 1,300 youngsters who formed 
part of the Army's seventh intake 
under the existing New Deal, Major- 
General J. A. Baillon, CBE, MC, the 
Aldershot District GOC, remarked:

I saw the lads—detained mostly 
for the RAOC and the . Sappers— 
through those first strange -and 
awkward moments of transition from 
civilian to Army conditions, as well 
as cariler intakes going through 
various stages of thelr basic train- 
ing. 


They were cheerful, if a little 
tremulous at tho thought of what... 
Jay before them. They found the 
reception arrangements eMcient— 
and friendly. In Iess than two 
hours, the entire party had been 
documented, medically examined, 
squadded,_ kitted, flxed up with bar- 
rack accommodation, and were sit- 
ting down to thelr . first Service 
midday meal. There had-been no 
bellowing or pushing around, prac- 
tically no queucing, and every stage 
was conducted In such a.manner as 
to make tho youngsters feel that they- 
were still individuals, and not mere-. 
ly cogs in a wheel. .
